Senators Waiting for 
the Issue, 


When They Will’ Present Their 
Arguments, 


The Finance Committee 


to Report.

The Montana Election Contest is 
Taken Up.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—(By the 
Associated Press.) The Senate made no 
progress in the financial discussion to- 
day, because a majority of the mem- 
bers apparently believed their speeches 
should be withheld until the paramount 
issue, the repeal of the Sherman law, is 
Squarely presented to the Senate. 

The meeting of the Senate Finance 
Committee was attended by every 
member, and conclusions were reached 
which may enable the committee to re- 
port the repeal bill tomorrow. There 
has been, from the day the committee 
first met, a difference between the sil- 
ver and anti-silver men that apparently 
could not be reconciled, and; although 
there has been a very free discussion 
of the matter, these differences are no 
nearer settlement than when the con- 
ferences began. Chairman Voorhees 
today said that he would vote to report 
favorably the repeal bill, provided there 
was a declaration coupled with it de- 
claring for bimetallism. 

The bill, when reported, will contain 
such declaration, and the vote by 
which it will be reported is estimated 
by the members of the committee at 6 
to 5, the minority consisting of Sena- 
tors Harris, Vest, Vance, Jones of Ar- 
kansas and Jones of Nevada. When 
the committee adjourned, all had been 
substantially agreed upon but the verb- 
lage of the bill. 

At the meeting today, a draft of a 
declaration for bimetallism was sub- 
mitted, which favors the continuance 
of the use of both gould and silver, to 
the extent of the existing coinage, as 
unlimited legal tender, and declares 
that all of our forms of money, whether 
gold, silver or paper, should be main- 
tained at parity, and equal in purchas- 
ing power. It will further declare that 
every effort shall be put forth to secure 
an international agreement for the 


adoption of a fixed ratio between gold 
and silver. ~ 


FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 
EXTRA SESSION. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—(By the 
Associated Press.) SENATE.—Numer- 
ous petitions were presented today; 
some for the unconditional repeal of the 
Sherman act, and some against its re- 
peal without provision for the free 
coinage of silver. A petition was 
presented from the board of mdnagers 
of the National Temperance Society 
against the proposed six months’ ex- 
tension of the whisky tax. 

A resolution was offered by Senator 
Kyle, and laid on the table for the 
present, calling for a report from the 
Treasury Department as to what 
national banks have diminished and 
have subsequently enlarged their cir- 
culation, and what national banks 
have outstanding notes in circulation. 

A resolution was offered by Senator 
Gallagher, which went over until to- 
morrow, calling for a* report as to 
whether the Secretary of the In- 
terior and the Commissioner of Pen- 
sions conformed to the provisions of 
the existing law in suspending and 
dropping pensioners from the pension 
rolls. 

The Montana Senatorial case was 
taken up, and Senator Pasco addressed 
the Senate in opposition to the right 
of Mr. Mantle to a seat under the 
4overnor’s appointment. Senator Du- 
bois made a short argument on the 
other side of the question, and was 
followed by a colloquy between Sena- 
tors Mitchell of Oregon and Chandler 
of. New Hampshire, the former advo- 
cating and the latter opposing the ad- 
mission of Mr. Mantle. 

The discussion was interrupted by 
an amendment offered by Senator Gor- 


———— |] man to the National Bank Circulation 


Bill. The amendment provides that 
any national bank desiring to with- 
draw any part of its circulating notes 
shall, in writing, at least sixty days 
before the time proposed to‘ withdraw, 
make application to the Comptroller 
of the Currency, and thaté#/ no such 
withdrawal shall be made unless such 
application be approved in. wholes or 
in part by the Secretary of tue Treas- 
ury; no more than $3,000,000 of na- 
tional bank circulation shall be with- 
drawn within any calendar month. 

After a short argument by Senator 
Call, again® the right of appointment 
by a Governor, Senator Hoar, who 
has charge of the report, called for 
a vote upon the resolution for the ad- 
mission of Mr. Mantle. Objection 
was made, however, by Senator Vance, 
and, finally, unanimous consent was 
given that a vote shall be taken on 
Monday next at 5 p.m. 

After a brief executive session, the 
doors were reopened and the House 
jaint resolution for the payment of 
mileage to Senators and Representa- 
tives for the extra session camie up for 
discussion. After \an hour's miscel- 
laneoug debate on the resolution it 
Was passed. 

A message was received from the 
House announcing the death of. Rep- 
resentative Chipman of Michigan. 
whereupon the usual resolutions were 
offered and agreed to, and a commit- 
tee was appointed on the part of the 
Senate to attend the funerak As a 
further mark of respect to the memory 
of the deceased, the Senate adjourned.

So far as the currency is con- 
cerned, the people would become con- 
fident if the law of 1890 should be re- 
pealed. 

Representativ® Cooper of Florida 
(Dem.) said he would vote for the Wil- 
son bill, amd against each and every 
one of the propositions presented by 
the silver men. Ii: argued that the 
Sherman law was the cause of the 
present depressicn. 

Representative (Goldzier of Illinois 
(Dem.) spoke in faver of the repeal of 
the Sherman bill. 

After discussion on Mr. Goldzier’s 
remarks, Representative Weadock of 
Michigan announced the déath of his 
colleague, Representative J. Logan 
Chipman, and formal resolutions were 
agreed to. The Speaker appointed a 
committee to take action in the prem- 


ises, and the House, as a tribute to 
the memory of the deceased, ad- 
journed.,. 


Gold Certificates. 

WASHINGTON. Aug. 17.—Senator 
McMillan introduced a bill today to 
provide for the more extended use of 
gold. It amends the statutes by re- 
ducing from $20 to $5 the minimum is- 
sue of gold certificates for gold and 
bullion deposits.

Tortured Indians at the Great 
Exposition. 


An Interpreter Bitten by an Insane Brave— 
The Largest Attendance Since July 
4~—The Chair Pushers’ 

Strike Collapsed.

CHICAGO, Aug. 17.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) A thousand people lined 
the edge of the grand basin at the 
World’s Fair today and watched four 
Q’u’appelle Indians undergo the tor- 
ture dance. 

The horrible ceremony took place on 
a float in the center of the basin. The 
four braves who underwent the dance 
had thongs passed through strips of 
flesh cut in their backs. Other Indians 
took the loose ends of the thongs, 
and, using then as reins, drove the 
others around the float as if they 
‘were driving horses, causing the most 
exquisite agony. Finally the thongs 
were pulled ertirely loose, the tear- 
ing of the flesu causing the blood to 
flow. 

One of the braves lost his reasor 
because of the awful pain and suf- 
fering. He sprang upon Interpreter 
Ford, and fastening his teeth in the 
latter’s arm hung on until the 
united strencth of several men was 
necessary to open his jaws. He wilil 
recover his reason in a short time. 

The financial outlook of the fair is 
growing much brighter since the re- 
cent reduction in expenses, and the

tendance also is growing largely. 

Fifteen special trains brought 11,600 
visitsrs to the city last night, from 
Eastern points. The visitors are

By Telegraph to The Timea, 
WASHINGTON, Atig. 17.—(Ry the 
Associated Press.) Official interest in 
the Bering Sea decision now centers tn 
the question of damages this country 
will be obliged to pay Great Britain 
for the use of those seal-hunting sub- 
jects kept from

convention for the renewal of the mo- 
dus vivendi, the .Arbitration Tribunal 
must decide how much compensation is 
due Great Britain from the United 
States to be used for British subjects 
for abstaining from the exercise of the 
right to take seals in Bering Sea dur- 
ing the pendency of arbitration. It is 
understood that the Commissioners of 
Arbitration have already passed on the 
subject, but their report is not made 
public. It is definitely settled with re- 
gard to the damages that this govern- 
ment will be obliged to pay, and they 
must be paid promptly, according to 
the agreement in the treaty renewing 
the modus vivendi, but the main ques- 
tion of damages for the seizures made 
is not in a definable and settled con- 
dition. 

Nothing in the arbitration treaty or 
in the convention for the renwal of the 
modus vivendi makes provision for al- 
lowing damages to persons who have 
been injured through unlawful seizure 
of sealing vessels, and it is stated at 
the Department of State that the mat- 
ter must take the course usually fol- 
lowed in diplomacy. The claims against 
the United States, either individually 
or in bulk, will be filed by the owners 
of the vessels seized. In case of fail- 
ure to come to some basis for settle- 
ment without resort to arbitration. 
and it is predicted such faflure will 
occur, ‘the two governments will agree 
to leave the question to the judgment 
of an unprejudiced tribunal, and to this 
end a claims commission will be ap- 
pointed. 

It is, therefore, to be seen that time 
must elapse before a definite arrange- 
ment can be reached respecting the 
course of procedure ith reference 
to the assessment of zure damages. 
The extraordinary and unexpected se- 
quel of the controversy is that the les- 
sees of Pribyloff Islands, who. since 
the agitation of the questions now de- 
cided by arbitration, have, year by 
year, been restrained by the United 
States within narrower limits in ré- 
gard to the number of seals captured, 
have been fully advised that the -full 
amount of their stipulated rental will 
be exacted from them by the United 
States, and that the action of the pre- 
vious administration in reducing the 
rental to correspond with the reduc- 
tions enforced as to the catch was il- 
legal. 

Secretary Carlisle today made an of- 
ficial demand on the North American 
Commercial Company for $289,717 for 
rental and bonus of the Prfbyloff 
Islands. The amount due by years is 
stated as follows: 1890, $47,493: 1891, 
$132,628: 1892, $108,886. The action of 
Secretary Carlisle is based on an opin- 
ion rendered by Atty.-Gen. Olney. In 
his letter to Lloyd Tevis of San Fran- 
cisco, the president of the North Ameri- 
can Commercial Company, Secretary 
Carlisle says: ‘‘The action of my pre- 
decessor in making the reduction in the 
rental and bonus which your company 
agreed to pay to the United States un- 
der its contract for the exclusive privi- 
lege of taking fur seals in Alaska was 
without the authority of law.” 

The original contract, entered into in 
1889, fixed the annual rental at $60.000 
per year, and limited the maximum 
catch of any one year to 100,00 seals, 
which catch could be reduced in the dis- 
cretion of the Secretary of the Treasury. 
The Secretary of the Treasury fixed the 
limit of the catch that year at 7500 
Seals; the next year about 13,000 were 
taken, and in 1892 10,500 were taken. 
Acting on the opinion rendered by 
Atty.-Gen. Miller, Secretary Charles 
Foster, as he had reduced the catch of 
seals from the original contract of 
190,000, reduced the rent in proportion. 

This action of Secretary Foster is 
now declared to have been illegal. 
Hence the demand made, which, it is 
understood, will be followed by legal 


proceedings in case it is not complied 
with.

LOWER RATES. 


Tickets to Chicago Going 
to Be Cheaper. 


Only a Little Difference Between 


Rival Railroads. 


The Northern Pacific Receivers are 
Economizing Already. 


Denial of a Southern Pacific Report —What is 
Expected of Winter Travel—Gen- 
eral and Local Railfoad 
News. 


The first-class round-trip rate to 
Chicago is going to be reduced to $890, 
or $75, or possibly $70 immediately. 
Some authentic information on this 
point, with a quotation of one or two 
of these figures, will possibly be given 
to the Chamber of Cammerce members, 
who will meet tonight to complete de- 


tails of their trip to Chicago. As has|{ 


been intimated in this paper, the Santa 
Fe has all along felt determined to 
capture this entire party, with a special 
train and all, and was preparing to 
put on a low rate for that purpose. 
At the meeting of the chamber a week 
ago Ticket Agent Charles H. Whité 
told the committee that there were no 
chances of reducing the rate to $50 or 
$60, as séme members had hoped for, 


and they should not look for a rate be- 


low $80, anyway. This was construed 
as'an intimation from the Southern Pa- 
cific that an $80 rate could be expected. 
The news of this, with its misconstruc- 
tion, was made public in San Francisco, 
and traffic officials deemed it advisable 
to give it as much publicity here, but 
this will be the first notice the public 
will have of the proposed action. 

The Santa Fe proposed to the South- 
ern Pacific to put in a rate of $70 or 
$74.50 for the round trip, but General 
Passenger Agent Goodman was unwill- 
ing to adopt so low a rate. He would 
censent, however, to the $80 rate to 
Chicago, providing the lines in the 
Western Passenger Association—east of 
El Paso, Albuquerque and Ogden, 
would agree to join in a similar rate 
west-bound for the Midwinter Fair in 
San Francisco. This would necessi- 
tate a delay that would be fatal to the 
hopes of the Chamber of Commerce, 
which body will supply the bulk of all 
World's Fair travel from this section. 
General Passenger Agent Thompson of 
the Santa Fe's Southern California 
lines insists on putting the east-bound 
rate into effect at once, and leave the 
west-bound matter to be taken up later. 
The solicitude of the Soughern Pacific 
in the matter of west-bound rates from 
Chicago to the San Francisco fair in- 
dicatessthat the railroad company has 
great faith in the drawing capacity of 
that show. 

Mr. Crawley of the Southern Pacific, 
when asked about the matter last even- 
ing, said he expected the $80 rate to go 
into effect, but not until the authority 
of the connecting lines was received, 
which would be too late, of course, to 
announce at the meeting this evening. 
He meant by this the expected action 
in favor of a similar rate westbound 
for the winter fair. As a matter of 
fact, three men—General Passenger 
Agents H. G. Thompson of the Santa 
Fe, W. A. Bissell of the Atlantic and 
Pacific, and T. . Goodman of the 
Southern Pacific—can, by common con- 
sent, put in the desired rate any day, 
by making their rates conform with 
those already established by the West- 
ern Passenger Association lines east of 
Ogden and Albuquerque, which are one 
fare for the round trip, with $2 added. 
For an excursion rate, not even the 
usual three days’ notice of a reduction 
of fare will be required. Much of this 
information will today and this even- 
ing be communicated orally to the 
prospective excursionists, but The 
Times has anticipated the news as far 
as developed. 

The other Richmond in the field, the 


Canadian Pacific, is not to be wholly. 


ignored. Passenger Agent Carson has 
camped on the trail of these excursion- 
ists for more than a week, and de- 
clares he is going to get a good many 
of them, though the passengers will 
not go as a body. If the organized 
party had been large enough, the Can- 
adian Pacific would have taken it for 
almost nothing if necessary, just to 
beat the American lines. A rate of

Much of the published matter concern- 
tng the islands, Mr. Blount said, was mis- 
leading. ‘The common people did not 
fare so well in the division of lands as 
reported. It had been given out as an 
acknowledged fact that the lands were 
divided up so as to give the people one- 
third and the royal family and the 
chiefs two-thirds. 

This was untrue. The people had 

only received altogether 28,000 acres, 
which was divided among only 11,000 
of the more favored ones. So that at 
the very beginning of constitutional 
government in Hawaii the common peo- 
ple were made practically landless. 
Other information was sent broadcast 
with about as much foundation to rest 
upon. 
Mr. Blount said there were only two 
parties now in Hawaii—Annexationists 
and Anti-Annexationists. The present 
government and its supporters compose 
the former and the latter contains a 
majority of those who favor royalty. 
New divisions may arise on new lines 
in the future, but dt present annexation 
or no annexation is the line of political 
demarkation. 

The returning statesman spoke very 
favorably of the climate on the islands 
and the benefit he had derived, physi- 
cally, from his sojourn abroad, but said 
he would not return to Hawaii, nor 
would he enter the diplomatic service 
at any other post. 

‘IT have had enough of public life,’’ 
he continued, *‘and am now going to 
retire just as soon as I can get this busi- 
nessoff my hands. J have had twenty 
years in Congress, and I don’t want any 
more. Ishall not be a candidate for 
Senate or anv other political 
office.”’ 

Notwithstanding this declaration, 
however, it is believed in political cir- 
cles that Mr. Blount has returned for 
the main purpose of training for the 
seat in the Senate now occupied by 
Senator Colquitt of Georgia, who is in 
very poor health and has to be wheeled 
to his seat inthe chamber every dav. 
Mr. Blount is very popular in Georgia, 
and a well-informed gentleman from 
Atlanta, now on a visit to this city, 
gave it as his opinion, recently, that at 
the expiration of Senator Colquitt’s 
term, or earlier death, Mr. Blount 
would be elected to fill the vacancy, 
with very little opposition.

The Mango. 

(Florida  Horticulturist:) Although 
the mango is classed as a Florida fruit, 
there fre comparatively few Floridians 
who know anything about it, in fact 
none but those who live in the southern 
section of the State where the fruit is 
grown, and, ifthe trath must be told, 
there are very few Floridians who have | 
tasted the *‘things’’ who care to know 
much more about them. This, how- | 
ever, may be accounted for by the fact | 
that the fruit, like the guava, needs to 
be eaten for some time before it can be 


endured. So far as we know, there is 
little to the mango, except the seed, 
and if some economist will discover 


some use for the immense pit or seed of 
the mango it might come into more 
general use and be more popular. 

The report of the Botanical Gardens 
of Demera onthe mango and other 
tropical plants, says that the mango 
falls into two distinct classes——the iong 
and the short fleshed—that is those in 
which there is much fiber in the flesh 
and those in which there is very little 
or comparatively none. The former 
are what are commonly known 4as 
“stringy’’ mangoes, and sometimes also 
as ‘“‘turpentine’’—the latter due to a 
marked characteristic inthe flavor re- 
minding one ofthe oil of that name. 
Both in Demera and in the West Indies 
(and also in Florida) the stringy man- 
goes are far more abundant than the 
better kinds, a circumstance which 
doubtless ascribes to their unpopu- 
larity. The natives of the two former 
named countries, however, care noth- 
ing forthe better kinds, and prefer 
those with plenty of strings and the 
rich terpentine flavor. There are 
forty-eight different varieties culti- 
vated in the Demera gardens, but as 
they have not all yet fruited the report 
says thatit cannot yet be determined 
which is the most desirable. We trust 
that some of the Florida mango-grow- 
ers will open correspondence with the 
botanical gardens of Demera when the 
fruit matures and import a mango that 
has legs seed, more flesh and less tere- 
binth in its make-up. As the mapgo 
now stands it may bea fine fruit ‘and 
one of great promise, but the trouble 
is you can't make a man try more,than 
one of them. 


Interculture. 

(California Cultivator:) ‘‘Intercul- 
ture’’ is anew title for the custom of 
growing crops of any kind in orchards 
of standard fruit trees. It is at this 
time receiving a good deal of attention 
from the, horticultural press, and, as 
usual, has its advocates and opposers, 
who argue from their respective stand- 
points with much apparent force. 
Where trees are planted twenty to 
thirty-three feet apart, as is the cus- 
tom for all orchards of standard 
fruit, there must necessarily be a 
large area of ground unoccupied by the 
roots of the trees for several years, and 
it is, in our opinion, simply nonsense to 
say that this space cannot be used 
profitably -and without injury in the 


growing of some annual crop of vege- 
tables until all the territory is required 
by the fruit trees. On the contrary, all 
experiments prove that a proper use of 
this space for such purpose results in a 
decided benefit to the trees when their 
roots ultimately reach the cultivated 
ground. Even nursery stock and small 
fruits, like the blackberry and rasp- 
berry, might be grown for a few 
years without deciijied injury, but 
we would not recommend them, 
forthe permanent character of such 
plantings prevents the perfect cul- 
tivation of the soil, and they take from 
it more of the elements of standard tree 
growth than vegetable. Therefore, 
from long observation and much expe- 
rience, we can say to all who contem- 
plate anything of the kind, that they 
can for several years grow vegetables 
and strawberries in their newly planted

Fat Cows. 

(American Cultivator:) people 
think that as soon as a cow begins to 
fatten she will shrink in milk. Much 
depends upon the character of the fat, 
and that depends upon the character of 
the food which produces it. If she gets 
her fat from corn meal, oil meal: or 
other heat-producing food, entirely, 
it may be very possible that she will 
shrink her milk, but if she gets fat upon 
green grass, green fodder or ensilage, 
it will be what the butchers call ‘‘soft 
fat,’’ containing, as did the food, a 
great deal of water among the appar- 
ent fat, and will be no hindrance to tHe 
milk production. he will look plump 
and round, with som, glossy coat, anda 
good-feeling skin, but if killed she will 
not have much tallow, and the meat 
will ‘shrink in cooking’’ as much as 
though it was ‘killed in the decrease 
of the moon.’’ 

Be regular in milking and let each 
milker milk the same cows. Men milk 
by different hand and arm movements; 
to change the ‘“‘style’’ attracts the 
cow's notice and she quite often objects 
in her way by refusing to give down, or 
she holds back a part. Some cows 
never like certain milkers, and ex- 
hipit fondness for others; the observ- 
ing dairyinan changes milkers, giving 
the cow her choice and a better flow 
results. 


(American Cultivator:) Shall we 
plow and cultivate shallow or deep’

Profit in Tomatoes. _ 

(New York Times:) And this is a 
hint for many a farmer who is growing 
wheat, that nobody wants at 70 cefitsa 
bushel, or #8 an acre, not even the 


} speculator, who has learned how to buy 


and sell millions of bushels in an hour 
or less, and yet without a grain in sight 
or hand, and he may turn his farm into 
a tomato patch and have a canning fac- 
tory and make his crops pay him three 
prices. Thus, an ayerzge acre sold to 
acanner will make a clear profit of 
$100 to the grower, and the canner 
will make a clear profit of $200 off it, 
and this the grower may as well have 
as not. Here are the Sgures giveg te 
the writer by a canner: 


Tomatoes for 24 3-pound canms.......

Interest on capital, freight, etc...... .20

The profit is 70 cents on the cagning 
of 84 cents’ worth of tomatoes, which is 
over twice the price tothe grower.

is by no means excessive, for the work 
is a skilled one and needs good business 
ability to keep the employees profitably 
engaged, but itis enough; for ‘a small 
factory, able toturn out 100 cases a 
day, will turn in $70 of ’profit, a sum 
that would turn the head of the average 
grain farmer, for the tomatoes required 
for this business would need the product 
every day of only one-quarter of an 
acre of” any good land. And the worle 
may goon for quite a lengthy season, 
for peas, sweet corn, beans, fruits and 
other products may be canned, and the 
season thus lengthened at each end into 
six monthsin the year. And $70a day 
during four months only will amount to 
6500.

TULLIS, watchmaker, & 
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Problems for the Irrigation Congress. 
The coming Irrigation Congress to be 
held in Los Angeles in October is at- 
tracting a remarkable degree of atten- 
tion, not only throughout the United 
States, but also in Europe. Commu- 
nications are pouring in to the secre- 
tary from all quarters asking for fur- 
ther particulars, and announcing the 
intention of the writers to be present 
ut the congress. Not only this, but 
Anancial aid is being quite liberally 
contributed by our citizens and others. 
This week a large irrigation company, 
“with headquarters in Toronto, Canada, 
gent, unsolicited, $100 as a contribution 
toward the expenses of the congress. 

The gathering promises to be one of 
the most important and interesting that 
has ever assembled in Los Angeles. The 
choice of this city as the place for the 
meeting was very appropriate, Los An- 
geles being the commercial center of 
the most important irrigated region of 
the New World. A gentleman who re- 
cently came from Australia to study 
the irrigation question in America, 
after traveling all over the Pacific 
Coast, told a friend that if he had con- 
fined his investigations to the counties 
of Los Angeles, Orange and San Ber- 
nardino he would have seen all that 
Was necessary. 

The Irrigation Age for July con- 
tained an article by Olaf Ellison con- 
taining some suggestions of important 
subjects for discussion at the congress. 
He mentions the following five subjects 
as suftable for debate: 


“First—What are the most practical 
means by which the inexperienced irri- 
gator can be warned against the well- 
migh universal error on his part to 
over-water his land and crops, gener- 

ed by entire neglect of 
drainage? 


“Second—The whole trend of modern 
education, in ‘rural as well as ur 
communities, being directed to d 
forming the entire rising generation for 
a city career, what can be done to cqun- 
teract it? 

“Third — Modern science in_ all 
branches has done very much for the 
tiller of the soil. The irrigation farmer 
ean utilize these discoveries to more ad- 
vantage than any other class, but 
young men and women with scientific 
training are chiefly conspicuous by their 
absence from our communities. 

“Fourth—Where shal! we begin to se- 
ture them for our pursuit? What are 
the most practicable methods of effective 
cofmnization? Further, in what manner 
can the State aid corporate or individ- 
gal colonization agencies so as to enable 
the representatives of legitimate enter- 

rises to be distinguished from fraudu- 
ones, when both age compe¢ting at 
fistant points for intending settlers? 

“Fifth—What is the correct type of 
fomestic architecture for the irrigation 
empire—more especially so for the semi- 
tropeal division. of the same?" 


In regard to over-irrigation, the 
writer calls attention to the fact that 
under certain climatic conditions stag- 
nant water in the subsoil of the irri- 
gable area becomes a menace to the 
health of the people. In such cases 
irrigation and drainage facilities should 
gZ0 hand in hand from the. beginning. 
In the course of time we may get to 
the point where scientific irrigation 
will determine the number if inches 
of water actually demanded by cer- 
tion conditions of soil, climate and 
crops. At present it cannot be de- 
nied that the general tendency is 
toward too liberal use of water in 
irrigating. 

It is suggested that the skilled 
training which is necessary to success- 
fully carry on horticultural work in 
irrigated colonies will attract many 
young men and women who are now 
disposed to leave the country for the 
city. In ‘this condition the agricul- 
tural departments of our colleges and 
universitigs should be more exten- 
sively developed and more interest 
aroused among our young men and 
women in this most important branch 
of practical study. Mr. Ellison refers 
to an agricultural course in one of 
our colleges, which at the latest ac- 
count was attended by three natives 
of Japan and two ladies. 

In regard to colonization it is sug- 
gested that State government should 
keep track of this enterprise as it 
does of banking and insurance. While 
much good has been accomplished by 
colony enterprises in California, and 
much greater good is yet to he done, 
there are many schemes of this char- 


- 


acter which are concealed pitfalls for 


the unwary. The State supervision of 
such schemes would insure confidence 
on the part of new comers, who know 
little or nothing about local conditions 
and would undoubtedly greatly expe- 
dite the settlement of the State. 

As to the style of domestic archi- 
tecture best suited to this section of 
the continent, it is noted that at pres- 
ent we have no typical style. The 
bewilderment actually cxisting is best 


illustrated at the World’s Fair. Idaho, 
for example, builds a Swiss chalet: 
California erects a charming histor- 
ical structure typifying the mission 


era of the State, then coolly destroys 
half the effect of it by superimposing 
a@ Greek portico at one of its chief 
entrances. Arizona is credited with 
the ambition of erecting a Toltec or 
Aztec temple for her display. Settlers 
in the warmer region of the Southwest 
continue to bud houses modeled on 
the climate of New England, the re- 
sult being serious discomfort and often 
discontent with the new home, which 
would not exist were houses.  con- 
structed more in accordance with the 
age of the climate. The style 

opted by the early Spanish settlers 
and common throughout Mexico would 
be a g00d one to copy, with some 
modifications adapting it to American 
ideas of comfort. Some points on 
architecture suited to our interior cli- 
mate may be found in the stations of 


-the earth’s equator. 


the Southern Pacific Company in Ari- 
zona, with their double roofs and wide, 
shady porches. 

The above are only a few of the 
subjects which are likely to come be- 
fore the .congress. They serve to show 
the wide range of discussion which is 
open upon a subject which is a nar- 
row one to many of our people, who 
have as yet given little thought to it, 
and yet that gubject is probably the 
most important one to Southern Cali- 
fornia that cold be named, for it is 
the foundation upon whicb our present 
prosperity and hopes of future great- 
ness are based. | 


Silver and Gold.

“Has Congress the right to lessen 
the quantity of gold that shall be con- 
tained in the eagle, and by act thus 
place it on a parity with silver? 

“If you answer these questions in 
the affirmative, will you then please 
State which of the acts would be the 
least hurtful to the people and busi- 
ness 

There is no question as to the right 
of Congress to make the changes in- 
dicated. As to which would be the best 
course, that is just what the present 
dispute between the gold and silver 
men is about, only it appears in an- 
other form. The gold men urge that 
this metal is the standard of the world, 
by which all values are measured, and 
the silver men claim that when the 
prices of products are considered, the 
white metal really fluctuates much less 
than gold—that values of wheat and 
other products have kept even pace 
with silver, While the value of gold has 
largely increased. 

The contention of The Times is that 


the government should issue sufficient. 


silver and gold currency to do the busi- 
ness of the country, and should keep 
the silyer dollar on a parity with gold 
by retaining a sufficient gold reserve to 
make up any deficiency that may arise 
from time to time. As against this ex- 
pense the spvernment makes the profit 
of seigniorage in coining silver. 


A lady correspondent of The Times 
thinks « that the. financial troubles 
would be settled if the Secretary of 
the Treasury were directed to coin 
both gold and silver, until $100 per 
capita was reached, and that one 
ounce of standard gold be coined into 
$16, and one ounce of silver into $1, 
less in each case the necessary alloy 
and cost of coinage. The government 
would, however, still have to hold it- 


self ready to maintain the parity be- 


tween the two meétals, fluctuations in 
which cannot be avoided by any such 
arrangement, although they might be 
made less frequent and important.

A New Idea. 

UNIVERSITY (Cal.,) Aug. 14, 1893,.—(To 
the Editorof The Times.) It has become 
customary for the silver men to charge all 
the financial ills of the country to the de- 
monetization of silver in 1873, and, on the 
other hand, the gold men lay them all at 
the door of the Sherman law. 

A few months ago it was the McKinley 
bill and protection that received their 
curses. 

I believe there are other reasons for the 
mortgages that cover somany farms ot 
the country, and still others for the present 
stringency in the money market. The 
most important is the immense acreage of 
land which is under cultivation, producing, 
as it does, an enormous surplus of grain 
and cotton for export. Because of this 
yearly recurring over-production, farming 
became unprofitable, except for those who 
could work a large acreage with little la- 
bor. The pre-emption and homestead laws, 
while they made possible the wonderful 
growth of the West, are primarily respon- 
sible forthe hard times of th past. two 
years by stimulating enterprising young 
mento “go west and grow up with the 
country." 

Certainly it is reasonable to suppose that 
land would shrink in valuation as farming 
became unprofitable, that farming would 
be unprofitable when prices were low, and 
that supply and demand governs the price 
of the product. ) 

We are toldthatit requires the product 
of 3.16 acres of land per capita to, supply 
the wants of the people. At one time, a 
feW years ago, there were 12 acres cul- 
tivated for every person inthe country, 
nearly four times what the country con- 
sumed. 

Leaving out of consideration the contrac- 
tion of the currency, could prices be other- 
wise than low” 

Now the available land, except the arid 
regions, is nearly all taken up, and the 
population increasing rapidly. A few more 
years will putthe farmers on their feet 
again, providing the home market is tully 
developed by the multiplication of mills 
and factories, and to this end let Congress 
give the country tounderstand that there 
will be no radical change in our tariff laws, 
then take such action on the money ques- 
tion as will restore contidence, ard see how 
quickly things will improve. 

Then, too, the policy pursued by the rail- 
roads of charging all the traffic would bear 
has added still further to the burdens of 
the farmer. If the government owned the 
railroads the stockholders would be satis- 
fied if the business was self-sustaining. 

Let us first have a radical reform in the 
civilservice to guard against additional 
power of the federal brigade, then govern- 
ment ownership of railroads and the farm- 
ers of the West will have a better chance 
im the markets of Europe. 

1 believe the cause of the presént strin- 
gency in the money market is lost con- 
fidence. Whether or not the people are 
justified in their fears for the future will 
be answered variously Democrats who 
believe in the declarations of their party 
one year ago for arevenue tariff and the 
repealof the tax on State bank issues will 
attribute all the trouble to the silver ques- 
tion; but men who have their capital in- 
vested in protected industries must not be 
blamed too muchif they wait awhile and 
see how much revenue taritf will be deait 
out to them by Congress; and men who 
have read the history of the panic of 1857 
must not be blamedif thev distrust the 
wisdom of a party which advocates the re- 
peal of the tax on State bank issues. 

And so I think it is clear that, aside from 
the question of the currency, there is suffi- 
cient reason for the loW price of land, and 
the mortgages that are such a burden to 
the farmers of the country, and for the 
present panic and consequent stringency in 
the money market.

The Shortage Must Be 
Replaced. 


Mr. Shorb’s Bondsmen Invited to 
Settle. 


The Deficit Océasioned by the City 
Bank Pailure. 


Two Propositions Submitted to the Super- 
visors—The Fegan Willing to Pro- 
tect County Against 
Any Loss. 


Regarding the deficit in the county 
treasury of $22,910.99. occasioned 
through the failure of the City Bank, 
two propositions were submitted to the 
Board of Supervisors yesterday by the 
clearing-house in behalf of the sureties 
on the bond of the Treasurer, with the 
view of bringing about a satisfactory 
adjustment of the matter without en- 
dangering any rights of the bondsmen 
to recover against the insolvent ‘insti- 
tution. When the committee of bank- 
ers waited upon the Board of Supervi- 
sors several days ago, the tenor of 
their argument was to gain time in 
which to see ff some method might 
not be devised to effect the desired 
end and satisfy the supervisors with- 
out compelling the bondsmen to make 
good the deficit from their individual 
means. They then expressed themselves 
as standing ready to hand the money 
over on demand if it were not for the 
fact that they might be put in a posi- 
tion where an action could not be 
maintained against the bank for the 
recovery of the county money depos- 
ited. The first proposition offered yes- 
terday was as follows: 


“The honorable Board of Supe 
of Los Angeles county is hereby re-. 
quested and required to forthwith 
cause the actions hereinafter designated 
to be instituted and prosecuted to final 
judgment in the name of the county. 
and on its behalf to secure repayment 
to said county of the amount of moneys 
of said county heretofore received by 
the City Bank (a banking corporation 
lately doing business at Los Angeles 
city, Cal.,) and not returned or ac- 
counted for by said City Bank to said 
county or to the County Treasurer 
thereof, or to any deputy county treas- 
urer thereof. 

“First—An action against said City 
Bank and all parties in possession or 
control of any of its assets to procure 
the repayment of all of said moneys,

What is Known of the Eccentric 


‘Doctor in Los Angeles. 
J 


A Believer in Certain Forms of Spiritualism 
from Early Youth—The Story of 
His Marriage—A Queer 
Character. 


Considerable interest has been awak- 
ened in regard to the “Poulson mys- 
tery,” to which the San Francisco 
Chronicle has been devoting much 
space. Dr. P. W. Poulson, the man 
whose peculiar actions and beliefs have 
caused so much remark, has a ,jhome 
at 349 North Sichel street, over in East 
Los Angeles, and it was there that a 
Times reporter went yesterday . in 
quest of facts concerning the case. 
Dr. Poulson was not at home, he be- 
ing at present in Chicago, where he 
went from Council Bluffs, lowa, on 
the 8th inst. From C. A. Allen, the 
man who has charge of the doctor's 
horses, and who, with his family ‘occu- 
pies the doctor's house, some interest- 
ing particulars were nevertheless ob- 
tained. According to his - statement, 
Dr. Poulson has beena firm believer in 
certain forms of spiritualistic phenom- 
ena from boyhood, and is possessed of 
pronounced mediumistic. powers. He 
is a homoeopath, but also believes 
in the laying on of hands, and is cred- 
ited with marvelous cures “through 
the power of the spirit." About five 
years ago, in San Kgancisco, he met 
and married his préSent wife, then 
Mrs. Coleman,: but whose maiden name 
wes Staples. She had been divorced 
from her husband, and when she- met 
the doctor was personating the spooks 
of departed loved ones at seances in 
the metropolis. She is described as 
being of the blonde type, about middle 
height and quite slender, 24 years of 
age, of pleasing address and unusually 
keen of perception. She is fond of the 
society of gentlemen, and this is, in 
part, the cause of the present trouble. 
The old doctor being suspicious, has 
on several occasions allowed himself 
to listen to current rumors concerning 
his wife’s conduct, and, it is said, has 
frequently accused her of infidelity, in 
each case causing a scene. Soon afier 
the last jar of this nature Mrs. Poul- 
son gave premature birth to a child. 
The infant was dead, and the doctor 
had it incased in a fine coffin, in ac- 
cordance with a theory of his that the 
bodies of the dead are raised again in 
the flesh, and shat by the use of a 
‘zine preservation is more 
perfect. 

Mrs. Poulson took advantage of this 
last quarrel and the subsequent still- 
birth of her child to bring action for 
a divorce, on the grounds of extreme 
cruelty. When she came to seek ser- 
vice of the papers, however, she found 
that her venerable husband had left 
San Francisco, where they were then 
residing, and was probably in Los An- 
geles. This proved to be the case, but 
before he could be reached here he 
had again departed, this time for the 
East, where he now is. It is claimed 


a conspiracy to get possession of the 
old man’s property, amounting, per- 
haps, to $15,000 or $20,000. While at 
Fruitvale, her parents were constantly 
with them, and this was a thorn in 
the doctor's flesh, also, as it prevented 
him from having more than two or 
three patients at his sanitarium at any 
one time, and, as a conseqhence, ran 
him into a hole for a considerable sum 
every month. 

The doctor's scheme now appears to 
be to avoid service of his wife's pa- 
pers, and, if possible, obtain a divorce 
on grounds of desertion and adultery, 
so as to keep his property from falling 
into her hands. She lays claim to ev- 
erything of real estate, and also de- 
mands $100 per month alimony. 

In the meantime the one living child, 
a girl of 4 years, is with her mother, 
and, as the father seems to consider 
himself as well off when away from 
his entire family, it is likely that the 
child is all that Mrs. Poulson will ever 
get out of the estate.

Manager Harris of San Francisco ‘‘Won't 
Play Any More’’—President Wieland 
Speaks His Mind —The 
Situation. 


The baseball situation has not im- 
proved ahy. The Northern magnates 
are fighting among themselves, while 
the Los Angeles club is slowly disinte- 
grating for lack of concerted action. 
No oné knows exactly what is going to 
happen. At headquarters here, it was 
reported yesterday that Messrs. Lytle 
and McCauley had become tired of 
waiting for ‘“‘something to turn up,” 
and had gone East. Later the state- 
ment was denied with regard to Lytle, 
but McCauley’s departure was con- 
firmed. It was said that the latter had 
purchased a ticket for Minneapolis and 
left on the morning train. Hulen, 
Hughes and Hutchinson left for the 
North a few days ago, and Capt. Glen- 
alvin’s departure waS noted last week, 
which would leave only two or three of 
the team here at present. Up to 
Wednesday night it was hoped that all 
difficulties would be settled and the 
league would continue the schedule, but 
the following Associated Press dispatch 
from San Francisco yesterday seems to 
Set all doubts at rest: 

“SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 17.—The 
local baseball situation is decidedly 
muddled The magnates have not 
formulated any definite plans for the 
continuation of the league, though they 
have held two sessions this week. 
President Wieland, Vice-president 
Batcher and Manager Moore of Sac- 
remento and Gieschen of Oakland are 
willing to go ahead with the schedule, 
but Harris apparently does not favor 
the scheme, and, it is stated, will pay 
off his men today, disbanding the San 
Francisco club, It is believed that if 
the California league goes under, the 
Central California league will take its 
place and use the  Haight-street 


grounds.”’

guararttee to the ramento manager 
last week is considered the prime cause 
of the breaking up of the league, yet 
the subsequent action of Manager Har- 
ris has widened the breach beyond re- 
pair. Harris is not in baseball for his 
health, and has, no doubt, a it 
very unprofitable to make the long 
Jump to Los Angeles for such small 
gate receipts as have been accorded at 
Athletic Park all summer. He has 
probably some scheme on hand by 
which he oan get as much out of the 
Haight-street grounds as heretofore, 
and by freezing out the Los Angeles 
club, the expensive trips to this city 
would be avoided. But, it seéms, he 
has overreached himself, and has drawn 
down not only the enmity of the ‘‘fans”’ 
here, but also the ill-will of his brother 
managers and the lovers of the game 
North. President Wieland is reported 
as very much chagrined at Harris's ac- 
tions, and in conversation with a re- 
porter of the San Francisco Bulletin 
last Tuesday, scored him in the follow- 
ing language: 

“What I want to know is by what 
right Harris, manager of the San Fran- 
cisco club, announced on Sunday the 
disbanding of the California league? 
As president, I have sent telegrams to 
the absent managers for a meeting of 
the board of directors this week, and 
when it is held I will have something 
to say to Manager Harris, and I am 
going to say it in plain English thet he 
won't misunderstand. I have worked 
too hard for baseball to allow him to 
throw us all down now unless it can be 
shown in a meeting of the directors of 
the league that the disbanding of the 
clubs was a necessity. If Harris 
wanted to act fairly, and if he had‘a 
right to declare the league disbanded, 
why didn’t he send word to me Sunday 
afternoon at the game? I was there 
in the box, and he knew it. Why did 
he .want to wait until I had gone, and 
then tell the newspaper men?” * 

One of two things now seems to be 
certain. Either Harris will have to 
follow the lead of Robinson, Finn and 
Lindley and get out so that there can 
be a new deal ail around, or league 
baseball in California will be dead, not 
only for this season, but for years 
come. 


THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


Actions of the’ Junketing Committee Criti- 
cised—Competitive Bidding. 

There was a good deal of gossip 
about the City Hall yesterday in refer- 
ence to the action of the junketing 
committee of the Board of Education. 

The resolution by which the commit- 
tee was appointed provided that such 


committee .should be accompanied by. 


either the City Engineer or the Super- 
intendent of buildings. Neither of those 
officials received any official notification 
of their appointment, and the commit- 
tee went off without either of them. 

A number of persons expressed them- 


selves to the effect that it seemed a |. 


strange proceeding that the City En- 
gineer should be a member of a com- 
mittee te inspect heating and ventilat- 
ing appliances, as it would require a 
rather wide stretch of the imagination 
to conceive of the establishment of such 
appliances as an engineering scheme. 

Superintendent Eisen stated that he 
would have been unable to go because 
of the press of business connected with 
his office, but at the same time he 
thought it a strange proceeding that 
he should not have been notified that 
he had been appointed as a member of 
the committee. 

Another complaint made against the 
school board is that favoritism is 
shown in awarding the contract for 
supplies, the lowest bid cutting no fig- 
ure. In one case, it is alleged, that the 
contract for furnishing foolscap writing 
paper was awarded to E. T. Cook over 
M. C. Neuner, when the latter's bid 
was $77 less than that of the former. 
It is alleged that other cases can be 
shown just as bad, and some of the 
dealers declare that competitive bid- 
ding is a mere farce. 


HE PROCRASTINATED. 


A Citizen of Ensenada Suffers for His 
Dilatoriness. 

H. Cc. Fuentes of Ensenada, Lower 
California, a man of respectable ap- 
pearance, was arraigned yesterday be- 
fore United States Commissioner Van 
Dyke for smuggling a horse and saddle 
across the border. The warrant was 
sworn to by Collector Berry of San 
Diego, and the case was set for August 
24. Fuentes was allowed to go on his 
own recognizance until that time. 

It seems that Fuentes came from En- 
seriada on horseback, his ultimate des- 
tination being Los Angeles. When he 
arrived in San Diego, he went.to the 
collector's office and inquired whether 
he could sell the horse and saddle, as 
he was ‘dead broke,” and desiretl to 
make the rest of his journey by rail. 
The collector refused, but told Fuentes 
that he could remain in San Diego 
three or four days, after which the 
horse and saddle must be taken back 
over the berder again. Fuentes having 
urgent business in this city, then went 
to a friend named Hazard in 
Diego, and borrowed $10, leaving the 
animal and saddle as security, with the 
understanding that if he (Fuentes) 

thirty days, the 


property should be sold for the debt, 
unless Fuentes’s brother should come 
up from Pfsenada before that time and 
settle the account, in which case the 
horse was to be. taken back to Lower 
California. 

After arriving in Los Angeles, Fuentes 
again ran out of funds, and wrote to 
his friend Hazard for a further loan. 
The latter answered that h@”could not 
accommodate him, as all his property 
had been attached, but that he still 
possessed the horse anfl saddle, and 
was taking good care of them. About 
this time, Collector Berry, probably 
thinking that the three or four days’ 
grace was liable to be prolonged in- 
definitely, asked the United States Dis- 
trict Attorney's office for a warrant, 
and Fuentes was accordingly arrested 
in this city.

Overreached Themselves. 


The Proposed Asylum Storm-water Ditch 
Abandoned—Rediands Health Statis-

For three months past a committee from 
the insane asylum trustees have been en 
deavoring to secure a right-of-way for the 
construction of a storm water and ,waste 
water ditch from the asylum property 
to Warm Creek, below Rabel Springs. 

tut the committee has met with obstacles 
upon every band, and has been compelled 
to abandon the project, and so reported to 
the trustees. Exorbitant and unreasonable 
prices have been demanded tor rights-of- 
way across the property of land.owners 
along the proposed ditch, even when the 
value of the property crossed would be 
greatly enhanced by the ditch. The opin- 
ion seemed to prevail thatthe ditch must 


go, and, it being a State institution, it was 


determined to get all they could out of it. 
But the grasping property-owners over- 
reached in their grabhing this time, and 
the proposed ditch hag been abandoned by 
the trustees. There was $70,000 appro 
priated by the Legislature for constructing 
the ditch, but the sums asked for rights-of- 
way would have absorbed such afarge part 
of the appropriation that it could not be 
constructed for the gum appropriated. The 
expenditure of this $20,000 in labor would 
have been a great help tothe community. 

° THE BOHN MURDER. 

The final testimony in the preliminary 
examination of C. M. Button for killing Gus 
Bobn in Bear Valley was taken yesterday. 
The decision of the court will be given to. 
day. Tne only one inthe party who was 
not drunk when the killing took place was 
Claude Henderson, a boy 11 years of age. 
His testimony was substantially as follows: 

‘Last Sunday about3 o'clock we got to 
fish camp—Fred Heaps, Charley Button, 
Steve Harlow, Gus Bobn and myself. All 
the men in the party were drinking whisky. 


At the camp Bohn lay down on 
a rock with Button, five or ten steps 
away. They got into a dispute and 


finally Button walked over and stamped 
Bobn in the face with his heavy boot, 
breaking his cheek bone. Button then 
started away, and Bohn, crazy with pain, 
rolled overt on his face on the ground. 
When he had recovered a little, he caught 
up a butcher knife, but Heaps took it away 
from bim. Bohn then caught up his gun, 
and stood behind a tree with the gun lev- 
eled at Button, who yelled at Bohn three 
times to put down his gun, but the latter 
made no reply. Bohn then snapped his 
gun at Button, but, there being no load in 
it, he had to put his hand down to pump a 
shell into it. Button in the meantime 
caught up his gun and shot Bohn, killing 
him,”’ 

ohn’s German friends about town for 
the lasttwo days have made threats of 
lynching Button, and itis said a mob was 
about to make an attempt Wednesday 
night. Sheriff Booth has placed fifteen 
armed men with shotguns in the County 
Jail, and the leaders of the mob are 
warned that Button will be protected. 
The recent experience in lynching Jesus 
Fuen has aroused the better class of people 
to sustain the Sheriff in suppressing mob 
violence. It is not unlikely’ that if a mob 
presents itself at the jail it will be wel- 
comed first by a salute of cold water from 
a fire-hose. 

NEW HACK ORDINANCE. 

A new hack ordinance was passed at the 
last meeting of the city trustees. It pro- 
vides that all hacks, express wagons, 
trucks, drays, etc., shall stand, when not 
actually employed, at such places as may 
be designated by the City Marshal. A vio. 
lation of this ordinance is subject toa fine 
of $20 for the first and $50 for the second 
offense, There has been much complaint 
and considerable trouble about the stand- 
ing of hacks and expresses upon the main 
strects, and this is meant to remedy it.

The secretary of the Board of Health has 
submitted to the city trustees a history of 
the board since its organigation in August 
Meetings 
of the board have been held monthly, with 
called meetings in addition. The secretary 
was appointed to act for and represent the. 
board in enforcing the sanitary laws and 
the City Marshal is made the executive of- 
ficer ot the board. There has been much 
to contend with during the two years since 
he reorganization ; a sewer system has been 
inaugurated, and in view of this cesspools 
have been neglected in anticipation of sewer 
connections. with this there have 
been no filth diseases. 

Durtog the past vear there have been in 
the city three tases of scarlet fever, no two 
of whieh occurred in the same house or 
same igcality. There have been several 
cases Of typho-malarial fever, but, they 
been Confined to the region along the zanja, 
or where the soil has been turned in mak- 
ing improvements. 

In and about Redlaads there were 453 
deaths during the past vear, due to the 
following causes: Typhoid, 4; accidental, 
1: consumption, 22; iver trouble, 1; in- 
flammation of the bowels, 1: brain trouble, 
1: still birth, 2; heart trouble. 6; bron-

The matter of numbering the houses in 
this city is at last settled, so far as the sys- 
tem to be pursued is concerned, and a deep 
feeling of relief bas come over the souls of 
the city trustees, aod of the citizens as 
well. The work was completed on Wednes- 
day night. After being up and suc- 
cessively holding meeting after meeting 
of the City Council, ar amendment was 
introduced at the Wednesday evening meet- 
ing upon which all the members could 
agree, and the ordinance was passed. The 
amendment brings the system back to the 
one huodred ta the block, or, rather, 
brings all the numbers upon any given 
block within the hundred by which that 
block may be specitied. The first block 
from the point where numbering shall 
begin must have all its numbers between 
1 and 100. But, in order to have the 
numbering regular, the space for each 
number ‘is specified by providing that all 
blocks having a street frontage of 1000 
feet or less shall have one num- 
ber for each twenty feet of front- 
age, beginning atthe intersection of the 
street nearest the initial number. All 
blocks with a frontage greater than 1000 
teet shall have a number foreach sixty 
feet. This will bring biocks up to a halt- 
mile frontage within the 100 to the block. 
The longest block in Redlanés is a half- 
mile. Where two houses or entrances fall 
within a given space for one, the farthest 
is to be designated by a added to the 
nearest.

A New Era in Agriculture for 
Southern Arizona. 


Water from the Underground Flow of Rivers. 
California Capital Settling 6000 Acres 
at Gila Bend—Experiences 
| of Three Babies. 


Special Correapondence of The Times. 
TUCSON, Aug. 15.—A new era inthe 
agriculture of southera Arizona, and 
particularly in the Santa Cruz Valley, 
has been opened wiih success in de- 
veloping water at) the Maish & is- 
coll Canoa Canal. ‘The water is from 
the underground flow of the Santa 
Cruz River, long supposed to be of 
considerable volume. The company 
have had twenty teams it excavating 
for the past year, drifung from the 
valley level up stream for the water. 
The result is astunishingly successful, 
water in aburvcanc: great quan- 
tities that work must be soon sus- 
pended—flowiag half the 


jected canal was) made Maish & 
Driscoll are cattlemen, and wiil tse 
the water developed chiefly to raise 


alfalfa to fatten stock, which will be 
profitable. General irrigation 
will also be done. The success of 
this enterprise will undoubtedly re- 
sult in more’ of the underground flow of 
the Santa Cruz being developed. The 
flow from the new canal is 3x7 feetata 
fast ilow. 

Cutting away of the bottom of the 
Santa Cruz by floods developed a 
strong head of the underground flow 
at the upper end of Allison Bro.’'s 
canal, near Tucson. 

‘ Reports from the dam work at Frog 
Tanks is as follows: “One side of the 
dam across the Agua Fria, consisting 
of 1000 yards of masonry, is cemented 
to bed rock. The company expects 
to move more rapidly with its work 
when the overhead carriers are in 
place, which will be some time next 
week. A splendid class of work is 
being dune, and there will be no 
washing out when the dam is com- 
ted.”’ 


THE GILA BEND CANAL. 

The canal at Gila Bend, known as 
the Wolfiey Canal, is now full of 
water, high up to the well-constructed 
banks, from the town of Gila Bend 
to the headgates. The water is ten 
feet deep for miles. Men of money of 
California, at Los Angeles and East 
Riverside, who made their wealth in 
the growing of fruits, have interested 
themselves to the extent of $6000 under 
the Wolfley Canal. Their land lies 
below the town. They have already 
put in twenty miles of laterals, with 
headgates all complete. The land 
“will be planted in citrus fruits. The 
purchasers express themselves as de- 
lighted with the prospect. They say 
fruit will ripen three weeks to a 
month earlier than in California. Their 
experience justifies them in saying that 
the land is peculiarly adapted to citrus 
growths. The dam is a good struc- 
-ture, and has made a fine lake there. 
The water has been backed for five 
miles. No floods can reach the dam 
before “passing through five miles of 
dead water. The water there is now 
seven feet deeper than required for ir- 
rigation. 

AGRICULTURE AND STOCK. 

_A. Frowde brought in some prize 
peaches from his Huachuca ranch to- 
day. He had some early Crawford 
peaches-that measured ten and a half 
inches in circumference. 

The Phoenix cannery is running on 
grapes. 

Watermelons are selling at two bits 
apiece in Tombstone, while in Phoenix 
they are a drug in the market at 5 
cents each. 

The St. Johns Herald says enough 
water has run down the Little Colorado 
since the rains commenced to irrigate 
half of Apache county, if it could be 
stored. 

All the water in the Gila River dur- 
ing the present high stage is ing to 
waste for lack of a storage reservoir. 
This is a loss to Pinal county of hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars. 

The Arizona Kicker remarks that sev- 
eral cases of gout are reported among 
cattle. It is due to the rich grass made 
by the bountiful rains. And the Tuc- 
son Citizen records that a herd of cattle 
has been lost in the high grass between 
there and Nogales. 

On the great Altar flat, south of town, 
a sweep of fine mesa land twenty by 


forty miles, the grass is up luxuriantly. | 


This will not be browsed down during 
the summer. Stockmen, particularly 
Maisch & Driscoll, are keeping all cattle 
away. This is to reserve the flat for 
winter range. For the present there is 
feed in plenty outside, and by this fore- 
~gight the winter months -will likewise 
find ample range. 

An inch and a half of rain fell in 
Southern Arizona Sunday afternoon. 

The big cables for the South Gila 
canal dam work have been transferred 
from the station to the damsite, and 
are now being placed. Then the laying 
of great blocks in the dam—the biggest 
dam in the world, it will be—will com- 
mence. Quarries of excellent stone are 
adjacent, on either bank of the stream. 

On the ranch of D. Thomas, adjoin- 
ing Arizola, there is a young fig tree 
that has grown from the root this sea- 
son, on which there are eighty-seven 
large figs ripening. The fruit hangs in 
a large cluster that gives the twig on 
which they have grown a semblance to 
an exaggerated bunch of grapes. This 
is the second crop this slip has borne.

letter to Mr. Stanhope. correspondent 
of the New York Hera'td, plainly states 
that the cholera bacillus does not like 
acids, and therefore recommends per- 
sons to drink water containing the 
juice of lemons, and to use the skin of 
the lemons for cleansing purposes.’ 

“Dr. A. Crombil, of the Calcutta Gen- 
eral Hospital and Societe Medicale dis 
Hospiteaux de Paris, also recommends 
lemons, not only to prevent cnolera, 
but as a cure in the ecariy stages of this 
disease. Following this was the recent 
diagnosis of Dr. Bittini de Moise, an 
eminent Italian physician, in which the 
use of lemons was strongly advocated. 

‘‘In the debate which followed it was 
brought out that the merchants of Mes- 
sina had recently agreed not to ship 
any lemons in vessels which carried 
emigrants. Some ofthcimporters were 
positive that othe lemon-growers now 
in Washington were aiming a blow dat 
the importers in the last. 

“It was said that the Pacific Coast 
men were using their influence at the 
capital to have the duty on lemons and 
oranges raised to $1 a box. The duty 
is now 25 cents, with 10 cents addi- 
tional on the box itselt. 

‘It was agreed to leave the question 
with a committee of three inspectors 
and two dealers, who were authorized 
to confer with the surzeon-general.

YOUNG ROBBERS. 


The Men Suspected of the Santa 
Monica Burglaries. 


Preliminary Examination of the Carter Boys 
to Be Had Before Justices Willis 
Today — List of the 
Victims. 


The preliminary examination of J. 
W. Carter and his. brother; John 
Carter, the two youths who. are 
charged with highway robbery at 
Santa Monica, is to take place this- 
morning before Justice Willis at that 
place, The two boys, together with 
a very small boy named Hicks, have 
been in the County Jail for about a 
week, and whether they are the ones 
who committed the robbery or not, 
it is certain that since their incarcera- 
tion, the bold robberies, burglaries and 
even the petty thieving, which was so 
prevalent in Santa Monica before their 
arrest, have come to a sudden ter- 
mination, 

After the hold-up of a young Santa 
Fe brakeman named Carter, who lost 
a $200 gold watch, and a smali amount 
of coin, Constables Dexter and Myers 
~s nt on a still hunt for the highway- 
nen, 

A tough young character named 
Platt, who consorted with the Carters, 
was approached. The officers be- 
lieved that Platt knew a great deal 
about the robberies, and possessed in- 
formation thgt would lead to the cap- 
ture of the parties. 

So he was induced to talk, and the 
result was that he “gave the whole 
snap away.’’ The officers refuse to 
say Just how they worked him, or all 
that he disclosed. But, from what 
he said, they gained sufficient infor- 
mation to unearth the gold ‘watch 
where Platt said it was convealed: 
also some other property, and this 
they now have in their possession. 

During the epidemic of thefts, Grim- 
minger’s saloon at the canyon, was 
burglarized, and .some cigars, tobacco, 
cigarettes and a bottle of wine was 
taken. The cigars and cigarettes and 
an empty wine bottle have been 
found, and the officers say that they- 
can connect these defendants with that 
burglary. 

M. W. Steel's room was also entered, 


and a quantity of wearing apparel 
taken, and this, too, has all been 
unearthed. 


From the information gathered from 
young ‘Platt. it was ascertained that 
there was another fellow implicated 
in the robberies, and he is still at 
large.

nose, ‘ 

It is understood that a promise was 
made to the boy Platt, that he should 
not be called upon to testify, ‘provided 
he put the officers onto the right in- 
formation, but whether a conviction 
can be secured without his testimony 
is hard at present to determine, as it 
is not known just what evidence the 
Officers have outside of the boy. Platt. 

It is'to be hoped that the efforts of 
the officers in. this matter have not 
been fruitless, and that they have 
the right crowd in custody. Highway 
robberies and burglaries were getting 
altogether too numerous in Santa 
Monica, and all the citizens of the 
place will feel like thanking the officers 
if they have succeeded in breaking up 
the gane of = cracks, who Were a 
menace to their lives and property.
